In your letter of 17th December you asked me to let you 
know on what legal grounds we took the view that the Government 
of Jordan were not within their rights in determining the 
Joupany 1 s Concession for the reasons which they gave. 

The reasons given by the Government of J 0 rdan are that 
the Company (it is alleged) "has parted with its ah are a to the 
Dead Sea Works Ltd*, without the written consent of the Government' 1 
that this constitutes a breach of Clause 24 of the Concession; 
and that the Government are entitled to ^ive notice to determine 
the Concession by virtue of paragraph (a) of Clause 36. 

As you know, there has, in fact, been no transaction 
whereby the Comoany's shares have been sold ot otherwise."parted 
with". Even if there had, a sale of or "partijg with" shares could 
not possibly amount to 11 an assignment of the Concession or an 
Interest therein" within the meaning of paragraph (A) of Clause 29; 
but the point 1 b academic, since no such transaction as is relied 
upon by the Jordan Government has, in fact, taken place. 

Apart from this, no other breach of the Concession is 
alleged/ It is, Indeed, difficult to see how anything contained or 
involved in the agreement for the sale of certain of the Company 1 s 
assets (but exclusive of any assets situate In Uorian) to Dead 
3 e a fforke Ltd., could on any view, be supposed to entitle the 
Governmentof Jordan to "determine" the Concession under Clausa 26.

The Regency Council has approved the Decision of the Cabinet No* 216 passed

This is the text of the Decision: 

Whereas the Jordan Hashemite CoveraiKent has addressed a warning to the Director

I enclose copy of a letter that I received from 
the Foreign Office just before Christmas, and would he 
very glad to have your comments* As I read it, the 
Foreign Office say:- 

"(aj So far as seizure of your assets in Jordan 
Is concerned, before- we will take this 
matter up with the Government of Jordan 
you must satisfy us that you have not made 
a breach of your Concession Agreement by 
selling your assets in Israel, 

Even then you must fight your own battles 
with the Government of Jordan and only if you 
can get no satisfaction (and it suits us to 
do so) are we prepared to intervene on your 
behalf, 

(b) So far as your claim for damages to the 

northern plant Is concerned you would have 
to prove that the damage was done by Arab 
military forces under the control of the 
Jordan Governaent, and not by irregular 
forces or looters, Even then It would be 
very difficult for us to support your claim," 

:.i th regard to (sj above, Sir Hartley Shawcross gave 
it as Ms opinion that our Concession is no longer valid, 
and this is known to the Foreign Office. Whether our 
Concession was valid and we ;mde a breach of it, or whether 
Sir Hartley Shawcross is right, however, I do not see why 
the Govern uent of Jordan can be entitled to seize our assets 
without compensation. In the event that our Concession was 
valid our defence is that we were aetirig under force majeure 
and had no option but to do what we did in selling our 
Israel assets. In the event that the Concession is no 
longer valid, for the reasons given by 31r Hartley Shawcross, 
and over which we have no control, nothing that I can see 
in the Concession Agreement entitles toe Jordan Government 
to seize our property, 

ftith regard to (b) above, I can see that the Foreign 
Office are confronted with a genuine difficulty and we have 
never been very hopeful that we would get much, if anything, 
under this heading# 
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With regard to assistance to Jordan under the 
United States Point Pour Programme, nor comment is that 
we have of course no objection to Jordan exploiting that 
part of the Dead Sea which lies within their territory** 
We share the Foreign Office's hope that they will grow 
very rich doing so, provided that they will first meet 
our just claims for compensation*

In particular^ they would like some data with which to 
justify the figure of £.100, 000 as a fair price for your earthworks 
and other installations in Jordan territory at the south end of 
the Dead Sea. It would also be of great assistance if you could 
specify their nature and location in relation to the Jordan-Israel 
Armistice Dine, Could you perhaps let ua have a sketch-map?

Since receiving your Excellency's letter I have 
received from H»B*m* t s Foreign Office a copy of a letter 
dated 8th November, 1953, written by the tinder Secretary 
of the Ministry of Economy of the Government of Jordan 
to H*B*M* v s Commercial Attache in Amman* 

In response to the suggestion in that letter that 
the Company might draft a Memorandum setting out its 
point of view uni address it to the Jordan Government 
for consideration X would submit the following points 
for consideration by the Govern*lents* 

(1) The Company is a British Company over 5Q of 
whose shares are held in London by very influential 
British Institutions* Thus nearly all the Company's 
Reference dhares are held by the great London insurance 
Companies* 
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(2j Since the grant of the Canoession in 1930 nad until 
1948 the Company Was actively engaged in developing the Dead 
Sea area to the mutual advantage of that area and the 
Company though* as regards the latter* benefits from the 
necessary preparatory work of construction of plant and 
installation of machinery were only Just beginning to flow 
in 1943# 

In that yean through no fault of Its own* the Company 
was overtaken by what can only be described as a catastrophe 
in which a large part of its work was wiped out virtually 
overnight# 

(3j After exploring without success every possibility of 
repairing this damage* the Company found Itself in 1952* as 
I am sure Your Excellency appreciates* without any practical 
alternative but to approach the Government of Jordan as It 
did by my letter of 18th July* 1952, to the then Prime 
Minister and at the same time open negotiations with Dead 
Sea borks Limited. 

In 1948 the Company was and is now the owner of very 
valuable assets and acquired rights In Jordan. 

As I have said, the Company la advised that its legal 
position has been in no way affected by the Jtotioe purporting 
to determine the Concession of 1st January 1930 which was 
served upon it but I would respectfully submit that even if 
that were not so* it would be contrary to every principle 
of Justice that It should be deprived of its assets and rights 
in Jordan without any compensation. 

The Government of Jordan is respected in England as a 
Government which scrupulously honours its obligations. I 
am most reluctant to believe that It will refuse to recognise 
this English Company's legitimate claims and thus seek to 
deprive English shareholders of any reimbursement of the 
funds which the y have laid ou t for the development of the 
natural resources of Jordan. 

(4) Furthermore, I believe that an Agreement between the 
Company and the Governnsnt of Jordan on the lines 1 huvtr 
already had the honour to suggest to your Excellency would 
be very much in the best interests of both the Government 
and the Company* 

For these reasons I trust that I may hear from Your 
Excellency that the Government of Jordan will now enter 
into negotiations with the Company to this end. 
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Please accept, ExcelIancy p the assurances of nqr 
highest esteem*

My dear Glenconner* 


I am in accord with the reasoning and the conclusions 
which you set forth in your letter to Lord Nathan, a copy of 
which* together with other enclosures, you transmitted to me 
with your letter of the 30 th ultimo, except as to the payment 
we should demand from the Jordan Government* We should ask 
for a payment of at least £150,000* Even this sum is small 
in comparison with the losses we have suffered at the Northern 
Plant site which losses are directly chargeable to Jordan for 
its indefensible destruction of the Company's property* If 
we have transferred our property in alleged violation of the 
Concession we have done so only because the events set in 
motion by Jordan's wrongdoing made such action ineluctable. 

The broad equities, apart from legal quibbling* are all in 
our favour* Jordan now seeks to terminate our Concession with 
unclean hands* We should therefore press the Foreign Office 
to see to it that we get at least a small fraction of the value 
of the physical assets which Jordan has either destroyed or 
appropriated* I realise that you on the ground are in a better 
position to determine what is or is not possible* I must there¬ 
fore in the last analysis be guided by your decision, but I 
hope you will be good enough to exhaust every possibility before 
you agree to accept a smaller amount. 


I have very solid reasons to believe that Jordan has 
asked the appropriate division of our Government operating under 
the Point 4 Assistance Plan to advise them in the erection and 
operation of a potash plant at the northern end of the Dead Sea* 
This Government agency has agreed to render such assistance. It 
may be advisable for me now, in behalf of our Company, to protest 
against the rendering of such aid which, I understand, will Involve 
a very substantial outlay on the part of our Government, Possibly 
you can use this information effectively in your discussions with 
the Foreign Office* In any event let me know whether I should, in 
behalf of our Company, lodge a protest with our Government in 
this connection. I have a feeling that such a protest might be 
helpful to us in the present circumstances* 


May I suggest that we should not* until our differences with 
Jordan have been completely settled, admit either tacitly or 
expressly that our Company has done anything in violation of the 
Concession. I was very glad to note that in your reply to the 
Jordan Ambassador you reserver all of the Company r s rights under 
the Concession* Such reservation should be continued in all our 
dealings with Jordan.

Thank you for your letter of the 9 th October 
to wMeh I have been giving sand thought* ■ 

Whether one takes the view that the Concession 
was void before the Company entered into the Agreement 
with the Israel Company or alternatively, that the 
Concession remained valid and the greement constitutes 
a breach of it, very difficult questions of law arise 
on the position of the Company vis-a-vis Jordan. 

In hqt opinion, however, the position in law 
is not important for I agree with you that, apart 
possibly from an action In the Jordan Courts, the 
Company cannot in fact take any Court action to recover 
damages or payment for its property in Jordan from the 
Jordan Government* hven with the assistance of the 
British Government 1 do not consider that an action 
could be Drought at the International Court because 
Jordan Is not a member of that Court* 

I therefore agree with you that the only

^tolar tells me that the Company have not yet 
received any letter frost the Jordan Government or its 
Ixubaaay in London* tfe Bay, however, take it, I think, 
that we will receive it in due course* 

From the last paragraph of a v * hose’s letter it 
would seem that the Foreign Office ie not prepared to 
comment in vriting on the situation, out when they have 
studied the Government of Jordan's letter will he willing 
to -ive uo a further Interview* 

The question that I taluk we must decide is what 
are ve ^oin* to ask the Foreign office to do, 

dubjoct to your correction, it ±!ue:as to me very 
probable that by selling ou- ^osetfj in Israel to the new 
larut^ company, in accordance with tne agreement dated 
July 24th and which has now been ratified by our share¬ 
holders, we have grtmitt^d a breach of the Concession 
under Article 2n* *e hia this uith our eyea open, and 
were I think prepared if wm wore at themed to soy in 
defence that ut had committed no breach coccuse our Con¬ 
cession in fact no longer exists* 


I have i ot yet of coarse seen the text of the Jordan 
letter* It would appear, however, that »e are not being 
attacked or oued for damages, but tnat they are cancelling 
the Concession* According to Article 29 of the Company's 
Concession agresiaent, and a a I read it, the <. a ip any may 
tciuQvt, all machinery, whether fixed or loose, within a 
period of twelve months after receipt of such a notice 
(except such machinery a© the Government iu&y elect to 
purciaae)* everything else, however, must [joas Into 
the ourneraiup of the G over nme at vr11 hon t pay ne a t ol ' any 
compensation* 

It would seem at first glance, therefore, as if the 
Government of Jordan have no intention of pay inj us any¬ 
thing for our physical assets in Jordan territory# which 
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consist of earthworks jaaking pans, although to build such 
earthworks today would coat something like £70,000 sterling. 

It is true or course that the Company have a claim 
against Jordan for the wanton destruction of its horthern 
works• Wekiow in advance, however, that Jordan rejects all 

I liability under this heading, and I believe it is also a 
fact that the Company could not in any case bring an action 
against Jordan for recovery of damages except at the Inter- 
national Court at the Hague, and provided the British Govern- 
uient is prepared to sponsor it* 

If the above facts are correct the position therefore 
would seem to be that the Company itself is completely 
Impotent and helplecs opposite the Government of Jordan, 
becauses- 

(a) It would be difficult for it to maintain that 
it has made no breach of the lone ess ion* 


(b) Even if it succeeded in this it could not 
prevent the Goverrsnent of Jordan from seizing its 
assets in Jordan territory unless the Foreign Office 
take up its cause and are successful in defending It* 


(e) Similarly, the Company cannot press successfully 
for conpensution for the damage done bo its J or them 
works unless the Foreign Office agrees to fight Its 
battles* 


Another consideration whioh must not be overlooked Is 
that if the foreign Office bring real pressure to bear on 
the Jordan Government we may only provoke Jordan into taking 
retaliate^ action against Palestine Potash bio* or its 
Directors. 


On the other haul, it is of course .rossly unjust that 
Jordan should be allowed to walk off with cur Jordan assets 
for nothing, and cancel the Concession with impunity after all 
that they have done towards the destruction of the Company 1 s 
Northern works. 


My view, for what it is worth, therefore is tint the 
Company should remind the foreign Officer— 


(a) In nil the circumstances the Company had no 
option but to sell its Israel assets to the new 
Israel Company* i v©n If tie Concession is still 
In existence end a breach has been made justice 
therefore demands that Jordan should pay a reasonable 
sum for our physical oneetp in Jordan territory* 










(b) British prestige similarly demanUs that a 
petty Arab State should not be allowed to treat 
a British Company in this way, 

(c) All along the Company have accepted the 
Foreign Office's advice as to how it should 
best treat with ooth the Governments of Israel 
and Jordan* It cannot therefore escape all 
responsibility for our fate# 

We should therefore ask: the Foreign Office to obtain 
payment of say at least £^0,000 in consideration for the 
mutual cancellation of all claims and for each party 
releasing the other from all past or future obligations 
{though X am not so sanguine as to suggest that we will In 
fact get it)* 

On receipt of your reply X propose to circulate this 
letter of mine and your answer to the other members of the 
Board, including our American colleagues, before we ccrae 
to a final conclusion*

V. ini star of P lnance , M Qua a a Has s it 1 - The foreign lady referred 
to by the Honour ary member Kamel Areekat has leased th& land 
from the Custodian of Enemy properties and not from the Ministry 
of Finance because these lands dorms part of the area comprised 
within the Dead Sea Concession* I understand that the area of 
the land in question Is 9 Dunams and that the lady in question 
has agreed to vacate the land whenever It Is asked for and that 
she will not ask for any damages or compensation upon the termi¬ 
nation of the period of the lease which la five years or upon its 
being required to vacate tire land before the termination of the 
period of the lease* 

The only other person who wanted to take on lease any part 
of the said land la the Honourary member himself, his application 
was not granted because of the connection of the land to the Dead 
Sea Concession. Hero Is the text of his application: 

pl To the Custodian of Enemy properties* 

Whereas there are pans on tire shores of the Dead Sea which 
the Jews used for the extraction of potash from the Saa and Where¬ 
as I have obtained a concession for the extraction of salt from 
tire Dead Sea on the Faslikha lands I shall be obliged if you will 
consider the Isawe of these pans to me for a reasonable rent. 

Remark - X shall be obliged If you will kindly givo this appli¬ 
cation special attention and not consider applications of other fiv y ' " 
lessees as they do not possess any concession and they bid for the 
lease only for personal alma* n 

The Konourary member did not submit to me any complaint In 
writing in this respect but he mentioned the matter to me many 
times when we/ used to lunch or dine together at the Philadelphia 
Hotel in the course of long and Interesting lectures which led me 
to forgot ovary thing about bln the next morning* I am sorry for that. 

Now, that the Government has cancelled tire Dead Sea Conse- 
saion with effect from the 1st of the month then the explfitftation 
of the sadUnd its coast la one of the basic natters for the Govern¬ 
ment to attend to. I therefore suggest that tire Tlonourary meuber 
should submit a fresh dotaHod application for our consideration.

I agree that this is one of the fundamental under- 
talcing a given by the new Company and guaranteed by the 
Government* I agree also that there is nothing to 
prevent the new Company issuing shares to the Government 
for cash, who can then make an offer of sale at some 
later date.

Moreover, it has always seemed to me that if the Foreign 
Office attempt to oring pressure Jordan can now retaliate 
by saying tnat we have broken the Concession by selling

hi the Chairman's statement to the 2lst Annual General Meeting of the Company 
held on 31st December, 1951, it was reported that Heads of an Agreement were 
initialled by a Committee of five Ministers set up by the Israel Government and 
representatives of your Company. It was also reported that a full Agreement would 
be prepared for ratification by the Knessetb and the approval of your Company’s 
Shareholders. 

Enclosed you will find Notice of an Extraordinary General Meeting of the 
Company which is convened for the purpose of considering and. if thought fit, 
passing a Resolution approving and confirming an Agreement, which has been entered 
into between the Company and a new Israel Company called Dead Sea Works Limited 
(Mifalei Yam Hainelab Beeravon Mughal). 

This Agreement, signed on 24th July, 1952, if approved at the Extraordinary 
General Meeting of your Company, is subject only to adoption by the Israel Company 
within 21 days from its date. It carries out the intentions of both parties as outlined 
in the Heads of Agreement initialled last December, except that whereas it wits then 
proposed that the new Company to be formed in Israel would offer its debentures 
and shares in exchange for and iri acquisition of the Preference, a A" Ordinary and 
Ordinary Shares of Palestine Potash Limited, the Agreement as entered into now 
provides, inter alia, that the new Israel Company will purchase rights and assets 
of vour Company' by issuing to it IL390,fl00 Debenture Stock and 1,220,000 u B 
Founders Shares of I LI each as explained below. 

The Agreement, to which ILM. Treasury has granted its consent, represents the 
result of long discussions between the Directors of your Company and representatives 
of the Government of Israel, in the course of which the claims of your Company have 
been put forward to the best of your Directors 7 ability. Iu the circumstances which 
have affected your Company’s undertaking us a result of the events leading up to 
and subsequent to the establishment of the States of Israel and Jordan and the 
termination of the Mandatory Government of Palestine, the Directors are satisfied 
that tile Agreement provides the most satisfactory available solution to tbe problem 
as to how the Company’s assets can h' most advantageously dealt with. Your 
Directors have therefore no hesitation in recommending the Agreement to you for 
your approval and confirmation. 

Dead Sen Works Limited (below referred to as u the Israel Company “) has been 
Incorporated in Israel and its capital is 1L3,660*001 which null be constituted so as to 
Consist of one “A” Founder Share of IL1, 1,220,000 “ B T ’ Founders Shares of 
IL1 each anil 2,440,000 Ordinary Shares of IL1 each. Except as regards the particular 
matters referred to below the three elates of shares will enjoy the same rights and 
privilege* as if they formed a single class of share. At present only the “A" Founder 
Share and six of the Ordinary Shares have been issued. 

Under the Agreement substantially all your Company's assets will be taken over 
by the Israel Company and the Israel Company will as part consideration take over 
substantially all your Company’s liabilities. As further consideration (he Israel 
Company will issue credited as fully paid up to your Company all the 1,220,000 ** B n 
Founders Shares of IL1 each and the I ] .390,000 Debenture Stock. 

Certain warranties are given by the Israel Company under the Agreement, 
including warranties to the effect: — . 

(d) That within one year a loan will be granted to It by tbe State of Israel to the 

amount of 2,500,000 ILK. dollars. 

(6) Til at within three months tbe 2.439,994 unissued Ordinary Shares will be offered 

for subscription lor cash in Israel and that any of those shares not otherwise 














The appointment of Directors of the Israel Company ( who are to be kept always 
fit an uneven number) is to be regulated as follows i — 

(a) The “ E ” Founders Shareholders are entitled, to appoint two Directors so long 
as the total number of Directors does not exceed thirteen and three Directors 
if the total number exceeds thirteen* Lord Gleneoliner and Mr. Israel B. Brodie 
are named in the Articles as two of the Directors of the Company and are to be 
deemed to have been appointed by the u B " Founders Shareholders. 

(b) Hie Ordinary Shareholders are entitled to appoint such a number of Directors 
as shall be, together with the Directors appointed by the ** H ” Founders Share¬ 
holders, less by one* than the number of Directors the “A” Founder Share is 
entitled to appoint.

Certain letters have been exchanged on the signing of the Agreement dealing 
with a number of subsidiary matters.

obligations thereunder and of the letters referred to above ft re available for inspection

Cmier the Articles of Association of the Israel Company which are to he adopted 
iu accordance with the Agreement, any new shares in addition to the present 
authorised capital of IL3,660,00I are. on issue, to be offered in tbe first place to the 
is B " Founders Shareholders and the Ordinary Shareholders in proportion to their 
existing holding. Tims the ** B " Founders Shareholders, on taking up all the shares 
required to be offered to them, will be able to retain one-third of the equity of the 
Israel Company. It is also provided that on a capitalisation of profits the new shares 
issued to ** B " Founders Shareholders shall be B ** Founders Shares. 

The Articles provide for the voting control of the Israel Company to be regulated 
as follows : — 

(n) The “A” Founder Share carries 51 per cent, of the total votes. 

(6) The “ B ,r Founders Shareholders, as a class, carry 16 per cent, of Hie total votes 
and the manner in which that 16 per cent, voting is to be exercised is to be 
decided by a majority vote at a separate meeting of the il B ” Founders Share¬ 
holders which will be held whenever the occasion arises.

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WINDBEEAKB, 

The term windbreak is used to describe a belt of trees or uthfir plants, so placed 
11.3 tn afford protection from wind; provision fur such pro Lection should be made in 
tin? !:■: yn hit nf every plantation or nrclmrri, The impoitanee (if windbreaks for orange 
groves, fruit orchards and banana plantation!! is an undisputed ffih&i and yet very 
few people in Palestine appear to make, owe of them in practice* In certain 
localities, particularly on the coastal plains mid in the open valleys, where strong 
winds prevail throughout the year, it is advisable to establish the windbreaks one 
or two i ears prior to planting the orchard. 

In the t’hucj mid ^Jatbaola sub-districts growers have experienced great difficulties 
in raising their citrus trees due to the continued prevalence of westerly winds, and 
it was not until a few years filter planting, when the windbreaks had reached a good 
heigh I. that the plantations recovered. The ruwsHii v of windbreaks in this country 
was fully demonstrated last season when the strong, cold winds blew down large 
quantities of citrus fruit which covered the ground in almost every unprotected 
grove, A comparison of protected and unprotected orchards clearly demonstrated 
the value of good windbreaks.. 

In Palestine the high wind* which blow from either the west, east, or north-east, 
cause considerable damage to groves, The westerly winds have a detrimental effect 
during winter and early springy musing considerable damage by stripping the trees 
of fruit and leaves and breaking the branches, while much of the fruit, which 
remains is rendered second or third grade, and the number of culls is increased. 
The loss caused I >y the westerly winds of last spring was estimated at 350,000 — 
400,000 cases of dropped fruit mal in addition, the value of the growing crop was 
greath diminished owing to the increase in the proportion of second grade fruit 
and culls duo to wind damage; while in young groves, trees were bent over and in 
some cases uprooted.

The hot and scorching easterly wind*, known as khams in s , which occur mostly 
during the months of March, April and May t c&ttse considerable damage to the 
bloBsoina, horning the young growth and causing a drop of young fruit, while 
easterly winds occurring in the autumn may aim- cause considerable damage to 
leaves aud young growth. In 1935 it was estimated that the khamsins had reduced 
the citrus crop by about 2,000,000 1 foxes, 

•I he north-easterly winds occurring mostly during the months of December and 
January are dry and cold, and may cause considerable damage by stripping the 
trees, freezing or bruising the fruit, and breaking the branches,' During loft season 
about 500,000 cases of fruit were totally destroyed. Banana plantations are often 
severely damaged by them also, as was the case last season. 

Hie type of windbreak employed depends largely on the plantation to he protected. 
Windbreaks may be classified into two groups :— (1) temporary r (Hi) permanent. 
The purpose of a temporary windbreak h to protect the pi an La t ion tor a period of 
iflic or Iwn years until a permanent windbreak has been established, as for example, 
in nurseries where plants do not remain tor more than about two years. When 
establishing young groves in districts where powerful winds prevail, it is advisable 
to plant a temporary windbreak until such time as the permanent windbreaks become 
effective. Castor oil used to he the popular plant in Palestine tor this purpose* but 
is leas frequently used now because of its liability to the attacks of insect pe*ts 
and diseases. 

Two of the most promising plants which have been used at ceirnm of the ttov- 

. .. . Horticultural Stations with success during the last tow years arc Ruun 

Hemp and Si^baiiia Acgypliaca. 

Sunn Hemp (Cratattmu jumeo) is an annual plant and was introduced into 
Palestine in 1934 by the Director of Agriculture aud Fisheries. It grows so 
rapidly chat two month* after sowing it forms a windbreak two metres high. It 
should be sown in March by dispersing the seeds in two to three rows 15 to SO 
centimetres apart, and subsequently the seedlings should be thinned to a distance 
';■! 3 to -5 centimetres between individual plants. In order io gat satisfactory 
results the Crol alarm should be sown all round the plantations and inside them 
at intervals of 40 to 50 metres. Sunn Hemp docs not «tooetofg&y resist cold 
weather. 

Sesbania Aegyptuuui also does nut entirely resist the odd weathrr hut it h pre¬ 
ferable to Crotalaria owing to its perennial habit, Le should he sown at the 
beginning of March in the same manner as that described tor Crotalaria, After a 
period of a few months cl reaches a height of tJJ, to h metre*. 

Other plants which uve suitable for use as temporary windbreaks are pigeon 
peas (Gajanw! indir-n) maixe, dnrra, etc, 

A form of temporary shelter often used for bananas in certain parts uf Palestine 
is one earn poised of a wooden framework upon which arc fastened reed mats matte 
from Papyrus grown in the ITuleh swamp, Although effective iin windbreaks, 
they are expensive to erect and do not last long, being easily damaged bv strong 
winds. Furthermore, these mats, by preventing the free movement of air in the 
plantation, may cause active burin during periods of frost. 
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Permanent Tvindbreakb usually consist of trees which will grow to a height of 
1,0 to .38 metres mid which are capable of affording protection to orchards fur many 
years. Cnpressus pyramidally C, borizentalis, C. macrocarpa, C. Arizonica, 
t'asnarma. Greyi Ilea, Eucalyptus and Tamarisk are all suitalde subjects. These 
trees grow steadily and reach a height of 8 to 9 metres within n period of 7 to 8 
years. Once having reached this height they increase more slowly. During the 
hrst few years of growth Eliey develop too slowly to afford much protection and 
consequently have to be supplemented with temporary windbreaks; this is 
particularly necessary in local it ies of frequent and high winds, 

AH groves and orchards should lie rare fully studied prior to the planting of 
windbreaks, and ific factors r i k be considered are Position :is regards prevailing 
wind, nearness to the sea and the possibility of the formation of air pockets in 
periods uf Irost. Exposed orchards f liable to be attacked by stormy winds from 
the west and north-east, should be protected by means of a dense windbreak, 
preferably of C'lipressus, The force of easterly winds can be successfully checked 
by loose windbreaks of Casuarina, Cupreous, or Grevillea trees. Orchards located 
near the sea shore where the soil is sandy and salty air prevails, must be protected 
by Tamarisk windbreaks, which are best suited to these conditions* Areas likely 
to sutler from J ‘ frost -prelects'" have to be treated with special care* Dense 
windbreaks should he planted to (lie north side leaving an outlet for the air 
currents through the lowest part of the plot; otherwise the windbreak may do more 
harm than good. 

When planting windbreaks the soil should bo prepared in the same manner as 
for the orchard. Early in spring is the best period for planting. A distance of 
about b metres between I lie first row of orchard trees and Ihe windbreak should 
he left as the louts of windbreak plants tend to impoverish the soil. The seedlings 
should never exceed :i height ol 30 to H> crag* at the time of planting as small 
plants establish themselves betLer than large ernes. Older Seedlings, raised in pota, 
often have twisted mots and when they become frees are found to have had roue 
systems and are therefore less resistant to winds, Windbreaks may he planted in 
single or double rows. The distances between the trees should lie from 1 to 1A 
j net-res for Onpressus pyramidal is, 2 to 2 : J , metres for C, horizon! alls, 3 metres for 
C. maorocarpa and C Ariiconics arid % to 3 metres for tusuamia, Grevillea and 
Tamarisk, 

bor 1 3 lie? first few years cypress windbreaks should he topped from time to time in 
order to encourage the trees to spread below 7 . If this is done every two years it 
will make them grou bushy and able to withstand strong winds. This applies 
to Fill the varieties mentioned above. 

When planted in double rows, windbreaks are usually spaced in triangular 
form, the spaces being 1| times greater than those mentioned above. A dense 
Find effective double windbreak can be established by planting one row of Cupressus 
pyramidal is and an external row of Cupressns horizontulis, G. mocnocarpa or C. 
\riaonicFi, 

The after-care of the trees is of great importance if an effective windbreak is to 
he established. In order to check them from robbing the neighbouring fruit trees 
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of nourishment and thus hindering their development, the windbreak should be 
hri gated and manured in the same manner eta the fruit trees and in addition, the 
trees should be provided with stakes during the first few years to keep them 
upright* 

In order to prevent the roots of wind break a from protruding into the orchard 
it is rid visible to dig a trench of if metres depth at a distance of from i to U 
metres from the windbreak, but it should be refilled and not allowed to remain 
open, as in time roots will find their win under the trench, wlm-h should be re¬ 
opened once during the season, 

Investigations carried out by be Horticultural Section of tile 1 lepurtmcnt nl 
Agriculture during the 1937 season ifcveftled the importance of windbreaks in so 
far aa the soundness, size and grade of fruit is concerned. Phe investigations were 
carried out. in the Mikveh Israel orchards immediately alter the very heavy 
westerly winds, which occurred in December and which cused considerable damage 
throughout, the groves. 

These investigations showed that on a plot of thirty trees property protected 
by windbreaks, approximately "3% Jess fruit fell to the ground during the windy 
weather than on a similar plot only partially protected, and 1% less than on a plot 
totally unprotected. In addition, the percentage of cull fruit on the protected plot 
was less in proportion than on the send-protected and totally unprotected plots. 

Furthermore, the protected plot gave ft .sh higher percentage of grade 1. fruit 

than the semi-protected plot which in turn gave a higher percentage of good grades 
than the unprotected plot. 

This interesting investigation showed lh:U in each cast 1 the plot protected by a 
complete windbreak system gave far better results than either of the other two 
plots, and in each case the unprotected plot was the worst. 

These results iu cash returns represent much higher profits from the areas which 
are protected as compared with those that are unprotected, ha all growers know 
that prices are indue need by grade. 

It is hoped that this alone will be u sufficient inducement to all growers to pay 
more attention to the planting of windbreaks and their maintenance. 


THE PIiANT PROTECTION SERVICE, 

''Plant Protection Rervice" is the new title of the Entomological Service, as 
the scope of activity of this Service has been enlarged and it is not strictly confined 
In ihe study of Entomology. A new name has therefore been given which more 
correctly describee its functions. 

What these functions are, and how they can he utilised both for r] M ■ fimnci' 
or fruit grower is the subject of tills article. 
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The real foundation atone of L-he Service is a knowledge of the peats and 
diseases with whksh the farmer has to contend and of the way in which they 
behave, and of the causes of that behaviour t so far as it is possible to find them out. 
Without this knowledge it is sometimes possible to effect some kind of control, 
anti to put up a light against tlie pest whether it be fungus or insect, but Far 
economical and effective measures to be employed, a knowledge of the insect or 
fungus, its habits and behaviour is essential. 

The first, branch of the Plant Protection Service therefore ia the Research 
branch, in this there are four officers who spend most of their time in the study 
of the life histories of the primary pests and in testing means of keeping them 
under control, and one of those officers is engaged on the study of one insect, the 
Capnodis, or root borer of stone fruit trees. The damage already caused by this 
insect has assumed such economic importance that its study comprises almost the 
sole duty of this officer and is likely to do so tor some time to come. 

The other three offieerH in this branch of the Service combine with their research 
duties those of the next branch of the Service, namely the Advisory or Extension 
branch. This branch exists for the purpose of bringing tlic. knowledge gained by 
the research workers to the farmer. Its officers sinew how control should be 
applied mid in addition to this they carry out Experiments on a field scale designed 
to test the economic value of control measures which have been found successful 
in the laboratory or in sms 11 garden trials. 

It is the duty of these officers to calculate the costa and keep a profit and loss 
account nl any (jest- fighting methods that, may be devised. This constitutes a 
very important part of their work as it is obviously useless to advise a method of 
control which the farmers themselves cannot afford to employ. Every effort has 
therefore to be made hi ensure that any remedies suggested are of as simple and 
inexpensive a kind as possible* The work of the extension officers fa of the first 
importance and it- is also work of great difficulty. It requires an infinite amount 
of tact sod patience, and the officers them selves must be 'good mixers’ that is to 
say, they must have Lhe talent for establishing friendly relations with people of all 
kinds and in no cLi'cniiiBtances must they play the part, of the heavy important 
official* 

Like doctors, they need a good 'bedside manner'. Sometimes farmers arc so 
anxious for assistance in fighting some pest that they will do anything that is sug¬ 
gested, but more often they have to be roused from a fatalistic attitude in order 
to save themselves. Many have become so accustomed to pests that they look on 
the losses caused by them as inevitable and to be accepted like lack of rain or some 
other natural calamity. This attitude of mind can be and must be altered, and 
the officers of the Adv iaory branch have to do it. 

There Eire different ways of effecting this alteration, but the most effective is by 
personal visits and by demonstrations which all may see. Unfortunately, the staff 
of the Plant Protection Service is not large enough to pursue this ideal policy as 
it only consists of one officer whose work it ig to co-ordinate extension work over 
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l-lie whole country. He hua or will have two whole time assistants* and the three 
research officers who have already been mentioned give part of their time to 
help him. 

Some four years ago there was very little information to give the farmer which 
was really baaed on exact scientific investigations. We are now happily in ft 
position to give a great deal of information on tested methods of pest control. 
One method employed to spread knowledge is through the rural schools. By in¬ 
structing the school masters who in turn will instruct their pupils, it is hoped to 
employ the rising generation in covey mg the knowledge to their parents and re¬ 
lations. Great faith in placed in this method as through the children a larger 
public can he roar ho l ih an by the radio or Lire press. If, may have the effect of 
making the children conceited if they realise that they know more than their 
parents, hut any parent, will knrnv how to deal with that sit nation and it, needs 
no advice from the Plant Protection Service on that point. 

Wherever it is possible, demonstrations are given at typical centres on how 
the control of same particular pest should be carried out and the method explained. 
This is always followed up by further visits to the same places. Ir h considered 
preferable to keep working for a certain length of time in one place rather than 
to diffuse our energies all over the country under winch system little or no good 
is done anywhere. The Plant. Protection Service always responds to a special 
request for advice if it is possible but it will he realised that a small staff cannot 
be everywhere and often time is lost by farmers writing to Jerusalem for advice 
and assistance when the necessary information could have been obtained from 
officers who are close at hand. Careful note should be made by any farmers of 
the places where extension officers or as they arc also called advisory officers are 
stationed, so that they can go and see them and discuss their pest troubles, a habit 
we wish to encourage, nr they can ask the officers to visit them. It has been 
pointed out that there is much information to give, but' it is not possible to work 
miracles nor is there a cure for everything and it is no good asking for advice after 
a. crop lias been destroyed. The places where advice cart lie obtained are as 
follows . — 

The Entomological Laboratory f Government Farm* Acre, 

The Entomological Laboratory, Tiberias — which is situated in the Forest 
Nursery there and is quite easy to hud; 

The Headquarters of the Plant, Protect ion Service in Jerusalem, which is 
in the same building as the Department of Agriculture and Fisheries — on the 
top floor. 

!i is hoped in the future to have an advisory officer fur the Southern District 
stationed either at the Government Citrus Demonstration Station at $ri raf'nnd or 
at the Government Station at Migdal, but Up to date it, hn « not been possible to 
arrange for this. 

Enquiries from that area, should be addressed to the Headquarters of the Service 
in Jerusalem, or in Ihe case of Jewish farmers to the Plant Inspector, Department, 
of Agriculture and Fisheri ea, Tel-Aviv. 
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.Much time litis been spent by the Service in trying to reduce to $ minimum the 
number of insecticides which can lie recommended for use and efforts ai£ being made 
l" pervade the agents who tell these insecticides to put. them up in small packages 
or tins and bo have a number of smaller agencies all over the country bo that farmers 
I'j’oiu Gaaa, for example, will not have to travel to Haifa to buy what they need* 

It is hoped that this scheme will be in operation in the near future. There is one 
point which must be emphasised, and which all farmers should understand and 
(hint is that the Service exists to help the farmer, to give him advice, and to show 
how that- advice can he carried out, but it does not exist, to provide for the free 
control of pests and diseases. The farmers are expected to help themselves and after 
the methods of control have been demonstrated to them, it in their job to carry 
them out, 

\\ork uti the control of insect pests is not the only function of the udvisorv part 
of l lie Plant Protection Service, An officer is shortly to be appointed who will he 
engaged in doing the same sort of work in connection with fungus diseases such 
as smut of wheat and mildew on vines* 

' I 'be research work on which this advice is based is done a I t he Palest iise H :1 1 
Station of the Jewish Agency, Behoved. 

Jjj order to have a knowledge of the di Here lit kinds of insects which exist in the 
coiiiiLry and to be able to identify those sent, to the Tnbomtrey by people asking for 
advice, an insect collection is necessary, a kind of reference library. This has to 
be classified and maintained ftnd in addition, a considerable amount of literature 
has to be studied iu order that the stiilT of the Service may keep in touch with 
scientific work Which is going m in other countries some of which might be useful 
to Palestine. 

All this information has also to be euLaliigned and classified, and the work is 
all done in the head quartern of the Service, 

? another BCtivlty is the gradual building up ol specimens in exhibition boxes 
which w ill show the main stages of the life history of common pests for the informa¬ 
tion of the public. 

The account a heady given by no means exhausts the f unctions of the Plant 
Protection Service. There is yet another branch of it under a special officer, known 
ns the Plant Quarantine branch. 

H ia t!ie duty ot this branch to endeavour to keep out of the eonnti"y pests which 
have not become established here and to see that the different plant protection 
mles and regulations are enforced. These rales are designed to protect such in¬ 
dustries as potato growing, dims culture, Lho banana industry, etc. from peats and 
diseases which are known to exist in other countries and may constitute a dancer 
to Palestine if introduced here. 

Another ftEpect of Ibis work is the prevention of the spread of diseases and pests 
already established or native to the country. The greatest source of danger is the 
nursery from w r hich plan to a lready infected with disease are sent out and planted 
in new groves, orchards and gardens, fu ibis way in the past., several diseases and 
peats have spread to places where they were not formerly a source of trouble. 
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Tor tlia purpose of preventing this spread of infected stock, the nursery regulations 
Were introduced to ensure the periodical inspection of nurseries and nursery stock 
so that this Source of infection can. be min minted, 

Not only is inspection of plants and plant products made at the ports, but the 
frontier also has to be patrolled to prevent the smuggling of forbidden articles such 
ns bananas, citrus plants, or palm offshoots. 

Should it be necessary for Govenmumi to enforce pest control nt any time, then 
the Quarantine branch also takes ch irge of that duty. 

One last word and that is that when writing to ask advice, or when visiting 
advisory officers, always scud or Siring specimens of the pest which is causing the 
trouble and above all come or write when the trouble is beginning and not when 
it is too late to give any help. It i& not unknown for us to get a letter saying "an 
insect is destroying my crops, please give me advice ad to what to do". The writer 
forgetting to say what crops, or to send a specimen of the insect and even not giving 
an address 1 Farmers are asked not to send in that sort of letter, 

Ensect attacks can often be prevented and an affected crop can frequently be cured, 
but a crop which lias been killed cannot be restored, nor can the leaves be put hack 
on to a fruit tree after it has been denuded by caterpillar a.

Abnormally cool weather conditions were prevalent throughout the country until 
the lust week nf the month when tomperutnres rose slightly, but the abundant falls 
of dew have been beneficial to nil summer crops.

Cered#, The threshing and winnowing of cereal crops has almost been completed 
in some sub-districts and is drawing to a close generally throughout the country. 
The sample of grain is excellent, doe to the absence of easterly winds at. the flowering 
season and when the setting grain was in a vulnerable stage. 

Yields are much in advance of those of last year for the country us a whole, 
although in parts oE the northern ranges and hills of Samaria returns are not so good 
us had been expected. Very considerable amounts of barley are Jkidiog a market 
overseas. 

Leguminous Crops* The majority of sub-districts in southern Palestine show 
good returns for all leguminous crops, but in the northern hills only very mediocre 
yields were harvested mainly due to the fact that farmers were forced to sow late 
owing to the wet conditions. Chickpeas, however, have given excellent returns, 

Durr a, Except in a few cases the durra crop will be the heaviest reaped for many 
vcars . P i c king w I n cls comm e] 1 ced in m id J ul y has now I ■ eeome general . 

Sesame. Jn general the sesame crop is good. On the northern plains and 
plateaux very heavy yields will be gathered and in the smith some very fine crops 
can be seen* The harvest though not yet general has commenced. 

Tobacco. Picking has commenced and good yields arc the rule. A very con¬ 
siderable surplus over local requirements is expected. 

Vegetables. Abundant supplies of seasonable vegetables are on the markets. 
Prices though poor are showing a tendency to rise. The preparation of land for 
autumn sowing and transplanting er in hand. Hillside tomato crops are yielding 
heavily. 

Districts. 

S&Uthern District. The threshing of all cereal craps is practically finished, and 
winnowing and sieving is also nearing completion. 

Considerable activity has been noted especially on the plains where farmers are 
reporting Lo summer ploughing. The harvesting of the durra worn commenced by 
the middle of the month, and is now general throughout the district, and at many 
p \ ncea it j s 5 il read y finished . Exo e I lent re tor ns are repo rte d f ram raosl a u b -di st ric ts. 
and the sesame crop is expected to he the heaviest harvested for some years. A 
considerable influx of Sinai Beduin into the district has been noted. Heavy yields 
of water melons are being marketed at a rather discouraging price. On (be coastal 
plains large areas of tomatoes and cucumbers are being plumed. Green fodder is 
plentiful and land is being prepared for the sowing of berseem during the coming 
scasmi. Heavy supplies of seasonable vegetables arc being marketed, but prices 
are tow due to over production and lack of organization in marketing. Considerable 
interest is being shown in the storage of potatoes, and it is hoped that the experi¬ 
ments being conducted in potato storage will he of value. The olive crop will he 
fair to good on the whole. 

Northern District. The threshing and winnowing nf winter crops are nearly 
finished throughout the district and with the exception of the plains and Hill areas 
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<<1. i"J 1 Acre sub-district, tli-e yields show a considerable increase over those of last 
J lit* sample ul the grain it good. It it prubable that; lIic heaviest summer 
crops recorded for some years will be harvested throughout the district, although 
the sesame crop in parte of the Nablus sub-district is not up to expectations. In 
Aejr-t a (shortage of leguminous crops is anticipated due to the. inclement conditions 
which pi evaded sit planting time, J here is a promise of excellent vielda of durra 
t.liroughoul the district and the harvesting of fhis crop Inis been commenced in some 
localliies. Summer ploughing has become a general part of the season's cultivations 
and farmers who practised it. last year have been amply repaid for their trouble. 

I'he tobacco crop has been greatly helped by r.he heavy dew falls and picking has 
become general. Satisfactory returns in the Acre and Safad sub-districts are ami- 
1 i ted and 1 he qua I ity ol Lhe 1 a; lT seeins to l>e weI r up Lo stundnrd, TEle con H M ion 
ot all Livestock is good and the animals are now grazing on the stubbles. Con¬ 
siderable activity in the preparation of land for autumn sown vegetables is noted. 

Jciufffi!;'tit District. Harvesting in the hills had not been completed by the 
eui] of the month, but all cereals were on the thrashing floors in the foot-hills and 
winnowing was general throughout the district. It cannot he said that the crop 
liaa been a good one and m Jerusalem and JUmaflah barley and wheat in [lie hills 
have nol returned more than six fold and eight, fold respectively. Yields from the 
western foot-hills are somewhat better, and also from rhe Hebron sub-district. The 
H'.d'l ol leguminous crops in much heavier than in the northern district bnt if is 
Httil below the normal in the Jerusalem and Ea mullah hills, but in the foothills 
remunerative crops were reaped. Throughout the district yields of vetch are heavier 
than the yields ol' kersenneh and lentils. Summer crops of durra and of sesame, 
where sown, are with few exception* the beat seen for some .' cart:. The olive crop 
vm-ses very considerably but it is estimated to be much in advance of last season, 
Very considerable' quantifies of field tomatoes and cueurbitaccous crops are coming 
on to the market, but the main Jordan valley crops have ceased bearing with perl alps 
[lie exception of eggplants and pepper. The water situation is very satisfactory and 
stor'i are in good condition mid grazing on flic stubbles. There will he no shortage 
of tihm 


MARKETS. 

In the Jerusalem District the prices of agricultural commodities do not show any 
marked change over those of last month. In the North there is a marked tendency 
for the prices of cereals to harden especially ng regards wheat, barley, maize* beans 
• I in il'inr, and this is genemfly attributed to the devaluation of the franc, an increase 
in export., and a rise in world prices. Similarly in the South wheat has shown an 
appreciable rise of TIM per ton and barley prices are on the upward trend. Barley 
shipments from Gaza amounted to 3,782 tons during the month and further consign - 
meuls ure n waiting export.

'IVo popular ornamental plains, enrnEition and snapdragon, have recently been 
attacked by, rust discuses, ff ■ j- i control measure is applied against the sc diseases, 
a description of which ia given below, the cultivation of these plants will be 
endangered. Both diseases are new to Palestine und nurserymen in particular 
should take great c: arc to see tbal their gardens do no I become infected, 

1) < amotion fDianthus cfi-ryophyllns) hn? been attacked by a rust called 
t/rewiydSBs dianthi (Pens,). This disease appears on the leave* in the form of 
grayish-brown pustules which contain the brown spores. It appeared in this 
noun try for the first time at the beginning of 1989 and was found in the surround¬ 
ings of Tel-Aviv and Jerusalem. Plants attacked by this disease stop their normal 
growth, the bud* shrivel and finally the plants dry up. 

The best means to control the disease after ft has appeared is to dust the plants 
with Imely-gTmmd sulphur every week. Old dried, infested plants must be burnt, 

2) Snapdragon — (Antirrhinum mnjuwh The rust disease attacking the snap¬ 
dragon is by far the more serious of the two. The scientific name of the disease; is 
Puccinia an th irr in> (Die! i tnd Hoi 1 w,\. Its a tt ao k sprcads very rapidly. In jl very 











short time after the appearance of the reddish-brown pustules on all parts of the 
plants, they may dry up and succumb. The first appearance of this disease, in 
Palestine occurred at the dose of 1986, It appears to have spread into this country 
from Egypt* where it was noted for the first time in November, 1936- 

This disease originated in the United States where it first appeared in 1895 and 
from there it spread to Europe and finally to the Mediterranean countries. Si< fur 
it lias only been found in the southern part- of Palestine and in no case further 
north than Jerusalem, 

Preventive spraying every week with u 1% burgundy mixture, add under rhe 
proprietary name of Bordeaunette, or dusting with fine sulphur dust may partly 
prevent the disease. After the disease lias appeared, the plants must ike burnt 
at once. 

Those with private gardens as well as those growing flowers for the market should 
keep a very careful watch on their carnations and snapdragons for the first signs 
of these rusts, "Where the presence of either disease is suspected, specimens of 
affected plants should be sent to the Chief Plant Protection Officer* Department 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, Jerusalem* or to the Chief Plant Pathologist, 
Agricultural Experimental Station, P.0,13.

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WINDBREAKS, 

The term windbreak is used to describe rt belt of trees nj- other plants, so placed 
as to afford protection from wind; provision for such protection should be made in 
the 1 ll.\ mit of e very pbirituiitm nrorcllard. Tin:: iinpt ■ rta 11 ce of v. ind 1jn■; i k u for urange 
groves, fruit orchards and banana pkmLutions is an undisputed fact, and yet very 
few people in Palestine appear to make use of them in practice. In certain 
localities, parta-uhirl v on the coastal plains and in the open valleys., where strong 
winds prevail throughout the year, it is advisable to establish the windbreaks one 
or 1 two years prior in 31 lanling the orchard. 

In the Gaza and Nathimia sub-districts growers have experienced great difficulties 
in raising their citrus trees due to the continued prevalence of westerly winds, and 
it was not until a few yr irs niter pi mi ing, when the windbreaks had reached a good 
height, that the plantations recovered. The necessity of windbreaks m this country 
was fully deimmslriUed lust season wljen the strong, cold wands blew down large 
cjiiantitius of citrus fruit which covered the ground in almost every unprotected 
grove. \ Comparison of protected ainl unprotected orchards clearly demonstrated 
1 lie value of good windbreaks. 

In Ihilestinc the high winds which blow from either the west,, east, or north-easi . 
cause considerable damage to groves. The ’westerly winds have a detrimental effect 
during wniter : 1 ml early spring, causing considerable damage by stripping the trees 
of fruil. in id leaves and breaking the branches, while much of the fruit which 
remains is rendered second or third grade, and the number of culls is increased. 
The loss caused by the westerly winds of last spring was estimated at 350,000 — 
400.000 cases of dropped fruit and in addition, the value of the growing crop was 
greatly diminished owing to the increase in the proportion of second grade fruit 
and culls due to wind damaget while in young groves, trees were bent over and in 
some cases uprooted. 
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The hot Aod Pinching easterly wihd&, known as khamsins. which occur mostly 
during the months of March, April and May, cause considerable damage to the 
NwJOm«> hiiming the young growth and causing n drop of young fruit, while 
easterly winds occurring in the autumn rmiy also cause considerable damage to 

leaves and young growth. In 1935 it was estimated that the ..sins had reduced 

the citrus crop by about 2 t 0Q0,<HW) boxes. 

The north-easterly winds occurring mostly during the mimths of December und 
January are dry and cold 1 and may mi use considerable damage 1 j y stripping the 
trees, freezing or bruising the fruit, and breaking -In- branches. During hist season 
about 50b ,009 crises cif fruit were totally destroyed. Banana plantations are often 
severely damaged by them also, as was the ease last season. 

The typo of windbreak employed depends largely on the plantation to hr protected, 
Windbreaks may be classified Into two groups :— \ [) temporary, (2'J permanent. 
The purpose of a temporary windbreak is to protect the plantation for a period of 
one or two years until a permanent windbreak 1ms been established, as for i■sample, 
in nurseries where plants do not remain for more than about two years. When 
establishing young groves ill districts where powerful winds prevail, it is advisable 
k> plant a temporary wind break until such time ns it;.' pennahent windbreaks become 
effective. Castor oil used to be the popular plant in Palestine for this purpose. Inn 
is less frequently used now because of its liability to the attacks of insect pestH 
and diseases. 

Two of the most promising plants which have been used at certain of the Gov¬ 
ernment Horticultural Stations with success during the la-;l few years are Sunn 
Hemp and Be*ba ni a Aegy |>1 iaea, 

Bunn Hemp {Crotalaria jirncea) is an animal plant and was introduced into 
I'aJostmo in 1931 hy ihe Director ol Agriculture arid Fisheries, It grows sn 
rapidly that two months after sowing it forms a windbreak two metres high. It 
should he sown in March by dispersing thu seeds in iwo to three rows ]5 to 2" 
centimetres apart, and subsequently the seedlings should he thinned to a distance 
of 3 to 5 centimetres between individual plants. Jin order (n get satisfactory 
results the Grotularia should be sown all round the plant-altorn and inside them 
at intervals of 40 to 50 metres, Sunn Hemp does not successfully resist cold 
weather. 

Sfutha-nia Aegyptiac* also dogMf rnji. entirely resist the cold weather bm it is pro 
ferable to Octal aria owing to its perennial habit. It should be sown at the 
beginning of March in the game manner -is that described fur Octal aria. After a 
period of a few months it reaches a height of 24 to H metres. 

Other plants which sum suitable for use as temporary windbreaks are pigeon 
peas (Cajanus indica) maize, (hum, etc, 

A form of temporary shelter often used for hammas in certain [hj. vt h of Palestine 
ts one com posed of a wooden framework upon which are fastened reed units made 
tmm Papyrus grown in the ITuleli .swamp. Although effective as windbreaks, 
they are expensive to erect mid do imt last Ipng , being easily dam. aged by strong 
winds. Furthermore, these mats, by preventing the free movement of air 1 in 1 he 
plantation, may cause active harm during periods of frost, 
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Permanent windbreaks usually consist of trees which will grow to a height of 
10 to l.H metres an ft which are capable of affording protection to orchards for many 
years. Cnpreasus pyramidal is, Lb horixentalin. C. maerocsarps, C. Arizanica* 
Caeuaj-ina T Gievilleu, Eucalyptus and Tamarisk arc all suitable subjects. These 
trees grow steadily and reach a height of 8 to \\ metres within a period of 7 to S 
years. Once having reached this height they increase more slowly. During the 
first few years of growth they develop too slowly to atford much protection and 
consequently have to be supplemented, with temporary windhreii ks; this is 
particularly necessary in localities of frequent and high winds. 

All groves and arch Hid a should be carefully studied prior to the planting of 
windbreaks, and Ihe factors to be considered are :— Position as regards prevailing 
wind, nearness to Lhe sen and the possibility of the formation of air pockets in 
periods of frost. Exposed orchards, liable to be attached by stormy winds from 
the west am] north-east, should he protected by means of a dense windbreak, 
preferably of Cupreous, The force of easterly winds can be successfully checked 
by loose windbreaks of On-marina, Guprcssus, nr LI re vi Ilea trees. Orchards located 
near the w,i shorn where the soil h windy and salty air prevails, must be protected 
by I'aiuii risk windhreii ks, which ii’V ben l suited to these conditions. Areas likely 
to suffer from “frost-pocketin'' have to be treated with special care. Dense 
windbreaks should he planted m tho nortl side leaving an outlet for the air 
currents through the lowest part of the plot; otherwise the windbreak may do more 
harm than good. 

When planting windbreaks the soil should bo prepared in the same manner as 
for the orchard, Early in spring is the best period for planting, A distance of 
about 0 metres between lhe first rmv of orchard trees and the windbreak should 
be left as Lhe roots of ivmdbreak plants tend to impoverish the soil. The seedlings 
should never exceed a height of 30 to -HI cma, at the time of planting as small 
plants establish themselves better than large ones. Older seedlings, raised in nnts T 
often have twisted roots and when they become trees are found to have bad root 
systems and arc therefore less resistant to winds. Windbreaks may be planted in 
single or double rows. The distances between tlie trees should be from .1 to 
metres for Gnpresaus pyramidally, 9 to metres for C, horizontal is. 3 metres for 
G. maeroearpu and C. Arizonicu and to 3 metres for (bsnimiui, tirevillea and 
Tamarisk, 

For the hist few years cypress windbreaks should be topped from time to time in 
order to encourage the trees to spread below. If this is done every two years it 
will make them grow bushy und able Lo withstand strong winds. This applies 
to all the varieties mentioned above, 

When planted in double rows, wind breaks arc usually s paced in triangular 
form t the spaces being lit times greater than those mentioned above, A dense 
ami effective double windbreak can be established by planting one row of Cup re as ns 
pyramidal is and an external row of Cupremis horizontal^, C. macrocarpa or C. 
Irizonica, 

The after-care? uf the trees ia of great importance if an effective windbreak is to 
bn established. In order to check them from robbing the neighbouring fruit trees 
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of nourishment and thus hindering their development, the windbreak should tu- 
irrigated and manured in the same manner as the fruit trees and in addition, the 
trees should be provided with stakes during the lirst few years to keep them 
upright. 

In order to prevent the roots of windbreaks from protruding into the orchard 
it is advisable to dig u trench of E^ metres depth at a distance of from ] to l£ 
metres from the windbreak, but it should be red I led and not allowed to remain 
open, ns in time roots will find their way under the trench, which should be re¬ 
opened once during the season. 

Investigations carried out by the Horticultural Section of the Department of 
Agriculture during the 1937 season revealed the importance of windbreaks jri so 
far ns the soundness, size and grade of fruit is concerned, The investigations were 
carried out in the Mifcveh Israel orchards immediately after the very heavy 
westerly winds, which occurred in December and which eusud considerable damage 
throughout the groves* 

Those investigations showed that on a pk.r of thirty trees properly pmtected 
by windbreaks, approximately $% less fruit, fell to the ground during the windy 
weather than tux a similar plot only partially protected, and 1% less than on a plol 
toLaJly unprelected. In addition, the percentage of cull fruit on the prelected pi-4 
was less In proportion tfian on the p«mi-protected and totally nnprotroted plots. 

Furthermore, the protected plot gave a much liighi.T |n-n outage of grade 1 fruit 
than the semi-protected plot which m turn gave a higher jvercentage of gooil grades 
than the unprotected plot. 

This interesting investigation showed that in each case I he plot protected by n 
complete windbreak system gave Far lie tier results than either of the other two 
plots, and in each case the unprotected plot was the worst. 

These, results in cash returns represent much higher profits from the areas which 
are protected as compared with those that are unprotected is al 1 growers know 
that prices are influenced by grade. 

It is hoped tlmt this alone will be a sufficient inducement to all growers to pay- 
more attention to the planting of windbreaks and their miimtciiMnce, 


THE PLANT PROTECTION SERVICE. 

"Plant Protection Service 11 is the new title of the Entomological Service T atf 
Lhe scope of activity of this Service has been enlarged and it is not strictly confined 
to the study of Entomology, A now name has therefore been given which more 
correctly describes its fund in us. 

What these functions are, and how they can be utilised both for the farmer 
or fruiL grower is the subject of this article. 
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The real found at itm stone nf the fVrviee is a, knowledge of the pest.s and 
diseases with which the farmer has to contend and of the way in which they 
ho have, and of the causes of that behaviour, so far as it is possible to find them out. 
Without this knowledge it is sometimes possible to effect some kind of control, 
and to pul up a figlff against the pest whether it be fungus or insect, but ''or 
economical and effective measures to be employed, a knowledge of the insect or 
fungus, jIs habits and behaviour is essential. 

The Jirfit 1 1 nuic! of the Plant Proteclion Service therefore is the Research 
branch. In this there are four officers who spend most of their time in thi- study 
of the life histories of the primary pests and in testing means of keeping them 
under control, and one of those officers is engaged oil the study of one insect, the 
i iipnodis, or tool borer of atone fruit trees. The damage already caused by this 
insect has assumed such economic importance that its study comprises almost the 
sole duty of 1 1i is officer and is likely to do so for some Lime to come. 

The other three officers in this branch of the Service combine with their research 
duties those of the next branch of the Service, namely the Advisory or Extension 
branch. This branch exists for the purpose of bringing the knowledge gained by 
the research workers to the farmer. Its officers show how control should he 
applied and in addition to this they carry out experiments on a field scale designed 
to test the economic value of control measures which have been found successful 
In the laboratory or in small garden trials. 

11, is the (July nf these officers to calculate the ousts aud keep a profit, and loss 
account of any pest lighting methods that may be devised. This constitutes a 
very important part of their work us it is obviously useless to advise a method of 
control which the farmers themselves cannot afford to employ. Every effort has 
therefore to be made to ensure that any remedies suggested are of us simple and 
Inexpensive a kind as possible. The work of the extension officers is of the first 
importance and if i* also work of groat difficulty, ft requires an infinite amount 
of tact aud patience, and the officers them selves must be ‘good mixers' that If to 
they must have the talent for establishing friendly relations with people of all 
kinds and in no circumstances mu>t they play the part of the heavy important 
official. 

lake doctors, they need a good 'bedside manner’, Sometimes farmers arc so 
anxious for assistance in fighting some pest that they will do anything that is sug¬ 
gested, hut more often they have to he roused from a fatalistic attitude in order 
to save themaelvcB. Many have become so accustomed to p-l.- ilmi they look on 
the losses caused by them as inevitable and to bo accepted like lack of rain or some 
oli hi .t natural calamity. This attitude of mind can I an d n i ust ho >•. I tc red. a ml 
i be officers of the Advisory branch have to do it. 

There are different ways of effecting this alteration, but the moat effective is by 
persona) visits and by demonstrations which all may see. Unfortunately, the staff 
of the Plant Protection Service is not large enough to pursue this ideal policy as 
it only consists of one officer whose work it is to co-ordinate extension work over 







the whole country. He has or will have two Whole time assistants. and the three 
research officers who have already been mentioned give part of their time to 
help him. 

Rome four years ago there whs very little information to give the farmer which 
was really based on exact scientific investigations. We are now happily in a 
position to give a great deal of information on tested methods of pest control. 
One method employed to spread knowledge is through the rural schools. By in¬ 
structing the school masters who in turn will instruct their pupils, it is hoped to 
employ the rising generation in coveying the knowledge to their parents and re¬ 
lation a, Great faith is placed in this method ns through the children a larger 
public can be reached than by the radio or the press. It, may have ihe effect of 
making the children conceited if they realise that they know more than their 
parents, but any parent will know how to deal with that situation and it needs 
no advice from the Plant Protection Service on that point. 

Wherevi-i it is possible, demonstrations are given at typical centres on how 
the control of some particular jie&L should he carried out and the method explained. 
This ia always followed up by further visits 1o rhe same places. It- is considered 
preferable to keep working for a certain length of time in one place rather than 
to diffuse our energies all over the country under which system little or no good 
is done any where. The Plant Protection Service always responds 1,o h spc.'aS 
request for advice if it is possible but it will be realised that a ftm all staff cannot 
be everywhere and often time ia lost by farmers writing to Jerusalem for advice 
and assistance when I lie m-cetssary informal am could have been obtained from 
officers who are close nt hand. Careful note should he made h\ any farmers of 
the pi an 'h where extension officers or uh (hey are llIsh. called advisory officers are 
Stationed, so that they can go and see them and diaeutis their pest, troubles, a habit 
we wish to encourage, nr they can rusk the officers rn visit them. Ft bus been 
pointed out that there is much information to give, but II i* not possible to wurk 
miracles nor is there a cure for everything and it is no good asking for advice after 
a crop has been destroyed. The [daces where advice r:nn be obtained are as 
follows ;— 

The Entomological Laboratory, Government Farm, Acre. 

The Entomological Laboratory, Tiberias — which is situated in the Forest 
Nursery there ami is quite easy to find; 

The Headquarters of the Plant Protection Service in Jerusalem, which is 
id the same building as the j iepuN incut of Agriculture and Fisheries — on the 
top floor. 

It is hoped in the future to have an advisory officer for the Southern District 
stationed either at the Government Citrus Demonstration Sini.mn at Sunil'mid or 
at the Government Station Lit Migdal, hut up to dale ir has not been possible lo 
arrange for this, 

Enquirda I'r.Mii that area should be addressed to tire Headquarters of the Service 
in Jerusalem, or in the case of Jewish farmers to the Plant Inspector, Department 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, Tel-Aviv. 
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Much tifue lias beeu spent by the Service in trying to reduce to 21 minimum the 
Dumber of insecticides which can be recommended for use and efforts are being made 
to pervade the agents who sell these insecticides to put them op in small packages 
or tins and to have a number of smaller agencies alt over the country m that farmer 
from Gam, for example, will not have to travel to Haifa to buy what they need. 

It is hoped that this scheme will be in operation in the near future* There is one 
point which must be emphasised, and which all farmers should understand and 
that is that the Service exists to help the farmer, to give him advice, and to show 
how that advice can be carried out, but it does not exiyi to provide far the free 
control of pesi g and diseases* The farmers arc expected to help themselves and after 
the methods of control have been demonstrated to them, it is their job to carry 
them out. 

Work on the control of insect pests is not the only function ot the advisory part 
of the Plant Protection Service, An officer is shortly to be appointed who will be 
engaged in doing the same sort of work in connection with fungus diseases such 
as smut nf wheal and mildew on vines. 

The research work on which this advice is based is done at the Palestine Research 
Station of the Jewish Agency, Hehovot* 

In order to have a knowledge of the different kinds of insects which exist in the 
country and to he able to identify those sent to the laboratory by people asking for 
advice, an insect collection sh necessary, a kind of reference library* This baa Lo 
be classified and maintained and in addition t a considerable amount of literature 
has to be studied in order that the staff of the Service rrmy keep in touch with 
scientific work which is going on in other countries some of which might be useful 

rn Palestine* 

AH tide information tins also to be catalogued and classified, and the work is 
all done in the headquarters of the Service. 

Vet another activity is the gradual building up of specimens in exhibition boxen 
which will show the main stages of the life history of common pests far tile informa¬ 
tion of the public* 

The account already given by no means exhausts the functions of the Plant 
Protection Service. There is yet another branch of it under a epetual officer, known 
as t-lu. 1 Plant Quarantine branch, 

II is I he duty of this branch to endeavour to keep out of the country peats w hich 
have not became established here and Lo see that the different plant protection 
rules and regulations are enforced. These rules are designed to protect such in¬ 
dustries as potato growing, citrus culture, the banana, industry, eLc, Tram pests and 
diseases which arc known to exist in other countries and may constitute a danger 
to Palestine if introduced here. 



Another aspect of this work is the prevention of Ehc spread of diseases and pests 
already established or native to the country. Tin- greatest source of danger is the 
nursery from which plants a [ready infected with disease are sent out. and planted 
in new groves, orchards and gardens* In this way in the past, several diseases and 
have spread to places where 1-boy were not formerly a source of trouble. 
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For the purpose of preventing this spread of infected slock, the nursery regulations 
were introduced to ensure the periodical inspection of nurseries and nursery stock 
so that this source of infection nan bo minimised. 

Wot only is inspection of plants and plant products made at the ports, but the 
frontier also has to he patrolled to prevent the aninggling of forbidden articles such 
:l$ bananas, citrus plants, or palm offshoots, 

Should it be necessary for Government to enforce pest control at any time, then 
the Quarantine branch also takes charge of that duty. 

One last word and that is that when writing \.o ask advice, or when visiting 
advisory officers, always send or bring specimens of (lie pest which is causing the 
trouble end above all come or write when the trouble is beg innin g and not when 
it is too late Lo give any help. !| is not. unknown for us to get a Letter saying l 'an 
insect is destroying my crops, please give me advice us to what to do". The writer 
forgetting to my what crops, or to send a specimen nf the inicer and even not giving 
an address E Farmers are asked not Pi send in that sort of letter. 

Insect attacks can often lie prevented and an alTecled crop can frequently be cured, 
but a crop which has been killed cannot be restored, nor can the leaves be put back 
on to rt fruit tree after ii has been denuded by caterpillars.

Abnormally cool weather conditions were prevalent throughout the country until 
the last week of the month when temperatures rose slightly, hut the abundant falls 
of dew have been beneficial to all summer crops, 
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Cereal*. The threshing and winnowing of cereal crops has almost been completed 
in some sub-districts and is drawing tu a close generally throughout the country. 
The sample of grain is excellent due to the absence of easterly winds at the flowering 
season and when the setting grain was in h vulnerable stage, 

V ields nre much in advance of those of last year for the country a hi a whole* 
although in parts of the northern ranges and hills of Samaria returns are not so good 
aa had been expected, Very considerable amounts of barley are finding a market 
overseas. 

Crops. The majority of sub-districts in southern Palestine show 
good returns for all leguminous crops, but in the northern bills only very medim-.i r 
yields were harvested mainly due to the fact that farmers were forced Lo sow late 
owing to the wet conditions. Chickpeas, however, have given excellent returns, 

Durra* Except in a few cases the durra crop will be the heaviest reaped for many 
Ycnrs. Picking which commenced in mid-July has now' become general. 

Sesame. In general the sesame crop is good. On the northern plains and 
plateaux very heavy yields will bo gathered and in tire south some very fine craps 
can be seen* The harvest though not vet general has commenced, 

TobfWGO* Picking has commenced and good yields are the rule. A very con¬ 
siderable surplus over local requirements is expected. 

Vegetables, Abundant supplies of seasonable vegetables are on the markets. 
Prices 1 hough poor are showing a tendency to rise, The preparation of land for 
autumn sowing and transplanting is in hand. Hillside tomato crops are yielding 
heavily. 


Districts. 

Southern District The threshing of all cereal crops ptWcticafly finished, and 
winnowing and sieving is also nearing completion. 

Considerable activity has been noted especially on the plains where farmers are 
resorting tq summer ploughing. The harvesting of the durra was commenced by 
the middle of the munlli. and is now general throughout the district, and at many 
places it is already finished. Excellent returns, are reported from most sub-districts, 
and the sesame crop is expected to be the heaviest harvested for some years. A 
considerable influx of Sinni Reduin into the district has been noted, Heavy yields 
of water melons are being marketed at a rather discouraging price. On the coastal 
plains large areas of tomatoes and cucumbers are being planted. Green fodder is 
plentiful and land is being prepared for the sowing of berseem during the coming 
season. Heavy supplies of seasonable vegetables are being marketed, but prices 
are low due to over production and lack of organization in marketing. Considerable 
interest is being shown in the storage of potatoes, and it is hoped that the experi¬ 
ments being conducted in potato storage will be of value. The olive crop will he 
fair to good on the whole. 

Northern District* The threshing and winnowing of winter crops are nearly 
finished throughout the district and with the exception of the plains and hill areas 





of the Acre sub-district, the yields show a considerable increase over those of last 
year. The sample of the grain is good. It is probable that the heaviest summer 
crops recorded for some years will be harvested throughout the district, although 
the sesame crop in parts of the Nablus eub -district is not up to expectations. In 
Acre, a shortage of leguminous crops is anticipated due to the inclement conditions 
which prevailed at planting time* There is a promise df excellent yields of durra 
throughout the district and the harvesting of ihi> crop has been commenced in some 
localities. Summer ploughing has become a general part of the season’s cultivations 
and farmers who practised it last year have been amply repaid for their trouble. 

Tire tobacco crop has been greatly helped by the heavy dew falls and picking has 
become general. Satisfactory returns in the Acre and Safad sub-districts are anti¬ 
cipated and the quality of the leaf ace ms to be well up to standard . The condition 
of all livestock is good ami the animals are now grazing on the stubbles. Com 
sail ruble activity in the preparation of kind for autumn sown vegetables is noted, 

JeTimUm Dixtrirt. Harvesting in the hills had not been completed by the 
end of the months but all cereals were on the threshing floors in the foot-hills and 
winnowing was general throughout the district. It cannot he said that the crop 
bun been a good one and in Jerusalem and RamaH ah barley and wheat in the bills 
have [iot returned more than six fold arid eight fold respectively. Yields from the 
western foot-hills are somewhat better, and also from the Hebron sub-district. The 
yield of leguminous crops is much heavier than in the northern district but it is 
still below the normal in the JeruBoJem and Rairuilluli lulls, hut id the foothills 
remunerative crops were reaped* Throughout the district yields of vetch are heavier 
than the yields of kersenneh and lentils. Hummer crops of durra, and of sesame, 
where sown, arc with few exceptions the best seen for some years. The olive crop 
yarns very considerably but it is estimated to be much in advance of last, season. 
Very considerable quantities of Held tomatoes and cucurbitaceoua crops are coming 
on to the market, but the main Jordan valley crops have ceased bearing with perhaps 
the exception of eggplants and pepper. The water situation is very satisfactory and 
stock are in good condition mjjiI grazing on the stubbles. There will be no shortage 
of tibn. 


MARKETS, 

In the Jerusalem District the prices of agricultural commodities do not show any 
marked change over those of hiia month. In the North there is a marked tendency 
fur the prices of cereals to harden especially as regards wheat, barley, maize, beans 
and dour, and this is generally attributed to the devaluation of the franc, an increase 
in exp'ir‘1. itml A rise in world prices. Similarly in flu- South wheat has shown an 
Appreciable rise of £P,1 per ion and barley prices rare on the upward trend. Barley 
shipments fiom Gaza amounted l» tons during tin- month imd further consign¬ 
ments a re a w ai ti ng e x port.

Rust Diseases of ArfTirinmwru and Cassation. 

< Ptf-ptired luj Dr. I. Rvirjir.rt uj Lit? ti.\-peri mental Station, ReJtovot), 

Two popular ornament al plants, carnation anil snapdragon, have recently been 
attacked by rnst diseases. If no control meawne is applied against these diseases, 
a description of which is given below, the cultivation ol these plants will he 
emknge red. Both di&ea sea a re 1 i ew r t \ Pa 1 e h L i ne ami rrnrsei y men in \ iftr ti n n lar 
should hike great care to see that their gardens do not become infected, 

li VaTttuLhm — (Dianthus cnrvophyJhte) tin* been attacked by a rust railed 
Uromyr.^ difutthi tl'crs-i, This disease appears on the leaves in the form of 
grayish -brown pustules which contain the brown spores. Ii appeared in this 
country for the first time at the beginning of 1 '136 and was found in the surround¬ 
ings of Td-Aviv ami .T a m salem, Plants attacked by this disease stop their normal 
growth, the buds shrivel and finally the plants dry up. 

The best means to control the disease after i( has appeared is to dust l fie plants 
with finely-ground sulphur every week- Old dried, infested plants must be burnt. 

2) Sntipdratjtm — (Antirrhinum inapisi. The rust disease attacking the snap¬ 
dragon is by far the more serious of the two. The scientific name of the disease is 
Pttrdttin authirriHi (Diet and HolwA, ftp aiuick spreads very rapidly. In u very 
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short time after tho appearance of the reddiah-bruwn pustules on nil parts of the 
planes, they may dry up and succumb. The first appearance of this disease in 
Palestine occurred at the close of 3.936, It appears to have spread into this country 
from Egypt, where it was anted for the first time in November, 1 r i36, 

This disease originated in tho United States where ]t; first appeared in 1695 and 
from there at spread to E Europe and finally to the Mediterranean countries. So far 
it has only been found iu the southern part of Palestine and in no case further 
north than Jerusalem. 

Preventive spraying every week with a 1 % burgundy mixture, sold under the 
proprietary name of Ikmlemnieue-, or dusting with fine sulphur dust may partly 
prevent the disease. U'tor rhe disease has appeared . the plants must be burnt 
at once. 

Those with private gardens as well as those growing flowers for the market should 
keep a very careful watch on their carnations and snapdragons for the first signs 
of these nists. Where the presence of oilhe disease is suspected, specimens of 
affected plants should he seal In l.he Chief Plant Protection Officer, Department 
of Agriculture and I-dish cries, Jerusalem„ nr to the Chief Plant Pathologist, 
Agricultural Experimental Station. I.MLB. 10, Rehovot, for identification and 
advice,
